THE COAL CROP. 
Alberta coal mimes are likely to beat all their 
previous records this year. Thus far there has 
been twenty-five per cent. more coal taken out 
than during the corresponding month of last year 
and it is estimated that the total for the year may 
reach seven million tons. That, of course, without 
calculating on any heavy demands from Ontario 
Jf for any reason there should come large orders 
from that province the industry would be corre 
spondingly stimulated. Coai mining is essentially 
a big business in Alberta, and getting bigger as 
the country develops and as increasing popula 
tion keeps more of the product of United States 
at home. At five dollars per ton the estimated 
output for the year will be worth thirty-five mil 
lion dollars, half of which will be paid out in 
wages to mine employees. Which is to say Alber- 
ta’s coal crop this year will be worth almost as 
wach as Manitoba’s wheat crop. 


ANOTHER BALKAN BLAZE. 

Now it is Jugoslavia and Bulgaria which are 
glaring at each other. The Jugoslavian represev 
tative at Sofia was attacked last week. His home 
Government at once declared the offence a puli- 
t'cal one, meaning that it was done at the instiga-| 
tion of the Bulgarian Government or with its | 
sanction and aproval. And action was begun 
similar to that of Italy toward Greece. A forty- 
cight hour ultimatum was forwarded to Bulgaria, 
with a detailed list of the official acts which are | 
required to reassure the Jugoslavs that insult was 
not intended to their country. As inthe Italian- 
Greek episode there apparently has been no sug- 
gestion of referring the matter to the League of | 
Nations, nor to the Allied Couneil, if the latter | 
body is still theoretically existent. That disregard 
is more glaring in the present instanee, for the 
reason that Jugoslavia was created by the Allies 
at the elose of the war and Bulgaria was saved 
from extinetion by them, much against its deserts. 
They ought in turn to be entitled to speak a word 
on behalf of peace between two countries which 
owe them so much. And by the same token they 
might stop wrangling about the Ruhr long enough 
to insist upon their collective right to do it The |

’ WHENCE THE GUNS, ETO.? 

Bavaria was reported a few days ago to have 
assembled an army on the frontier of Saxony, 
with the intention of suppressing the Communist 
regime there in case the central Government fail. 
ed to do so. Later the army was scheduled to 
march on Berlin, and a halt was called only be 
cause the Federal authorities started negotiations 
looking toa settlement satisfactory to the Bavar- 
ians. The Bavarian Minister at Berlin explains 
that his Government is not proposing to make 
war against the rest of Germany, nor to break 
away from it, but only to rescue the Fatherland 
from control by the Social Democrats who have 
been directing its unfortunate course for the last 
five years. Which in plain language means that 
the Bavarian leaders intend to up-set the new 
order of things and restore autocratic rule in Ger- 
many, with or without a Hohenzollern in charge 
of the machinery as may be. 

That is a reactionary proposal which the Allics 
ean hardly view with indifference, and the fact | 
that Stressman is dealing with the promoters of 
the movement, and not fighting them, does not im- 
prove matters. By the way, how does it happeu 
that Bavaria, or any other German state, is able 
to put an army in the field, equipped with guns, 
small and large, airplanes, ammunition and all the | 
other paraphernalia of war, and large enough to 
project war and enable it to dictate terms to the 
national Government? It was supposed to be part | 
of the settlemeht made under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles that Germany should be disarmed. If there | 
has been money available to construct new mili. | 
tary equipment, where does Berlin get the proof | 
that it has been too hard up to pay reparations?
